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Highway Saturation 
OME months ago Walter Chrysler remarked that the 

“automobile industry feared highway saturation far 
more than it did the mythical saturation point of automobile 
buying.” 

Attention is called to the situation which Mr. Chrysler 
noted in a recent bulletin of the Union Trust Company of 
Cleveland :— 

“The rapid increase in American automobile registration 
is confronting the country with the necessity of greatly accel- 
erating its good roads program. Unless this is done serious 
traffic congestion may develop upon a wide scale within a 
few years,” says this statement. 

“There are now 23,000,000 automobiles registered in this 
country, an average of almost one car to each family. Regis- 
trations will probably reach 30,000,000 in less than five years. 

“The aggregate mileage of roads in the country is 
3,000,000 miles, of which the total of surfaced roads outside of 
city streets is only 600,000 miles. If all of the 23,000,000 cars 
in use in 1928 were placed end to end on the surfaced roads, 
it would allow approximately forty-five yards for each 
vehicle.” ; 

Any motorist who has driven on a pleasant Saturday 
or Sunday afternoon over one of the main highways near 
any of our large cities will testify to the congestion already 
existing.

Sales in 11 Cities, Sees Chevrolet 
Gaining in Proportion to Ford Losses

J. C. Wetmore year’s merchan- 
dising dope. This time it has to do 
with commercial car sales, which, 
through lack of sufficiently compre- 
hensive statistics, I have heretofore 
almost altogether neglected. 

Some 1927 new motor truck re- 
ports, however, inclosed in the en- 
velope contained last year’s passen- 
ger car sales (already tabulated and 
sent to Automotive Daily News) 
were a temptation too strong to be 
resisted by an inveterate and in- 
curnble figures fan. So here goes. 

The report in question com- 
prised new motor truck registra- 
tions in eleven cities, (including the 
counties in which they are located), 
a majority of which were really 
important markets. 

Though they embraced compara- 
tive sales of three of the largest 
sales centers, I am sorry to say 
that while they furnished the fact 
that last year New York commer- 
cial car registrations in the met- 
ropolitan district reached 16,460, 
they gave no 1926 figures, from 
which comparisons might be made. 
The absence of the latter is even 
more to be regretted, as they would 
probably have reduced the total loss 
percentages of the group very con- 
siderably, my recollection of pre- 
vious figures being that the metro- 
politan district sales of commercial 
sales showed an even lower per- 
centage of loss than that of its 
passenger cars, which was but 5.7 
per cent. 

Anyhow, the figures at hand 
present an interesting picture of 
motor truck sales conditions that 
prevailed last year in a group of 
cities that in 1927 were credited 
with more than 30,000 registra- 
tions.

It 
is necessary to go back to the clos- | 
ing months of 1924 to find as large | 
an increase in active blast furnaces | 
in any single month.” | 

Col. Ayres said he believed it still 
too early to reach well-founded con- | 
clusions as to the prospects fcr 
most of the other fundamental in- 
dustries.
